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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
claimed invention is directed to a process for preparing a silicone compound, the 
process comprising reacting a silicon compound having silicon-bonded hydroiysable 
groups selected from the group consisting of i) alkoxy group and ii) silicon-bonded 
aryloxy group or silicon-bonded acyloxy group and disiloxane compound denoted in 
claim 1, in the presence of a carboxylic acid, acid catalyst and carboxylic anhydride. 

US patent 6,147,243 discloses a process for preparing organosilicon compounds 
comprises: 1) converting the Si-bonded alkoxy in an Si-bonded alkoxy-functional 
organosilicon compound to the diorganosilyl group by reacting the Si-bonded alkoxy- 
functional organosilicon compound with organodisiloxane with the general formula 
HR2Si-0-SiR2H, where R is a monovalent hydrocarbyl group of 1 to 10 carbon atoms, in 
alcohol-containing acidic aqueous solution; and subsequently 2) treating with a sulfonic 
acid catalyst and carboxylic acid. This method Is able to convert all the alkoxy groups in 
the alkoxy-functional organosilicon compound to diorganosilyl. However, the prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests using a carboxylic anhydride in the process for preparing 
the silicon compounds. Nor would it have been obvious to modify the process of the 
prior art to arrive at the instant invention. There is no motivation to do so.
